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IRIS allows users to enter immunizations for a large number of patients using the Mass
Vaccination Entry functionality. These instructions provide examples of creating Mass
Vaccination lists to enter COVID-19 doses administered. Contact the IRIS Help Desk at
800-374-3958 with questions regarding Mass Vaccination functionality.

To enter immunizations for a list of patients, use the following steps:

1. Select the ‘Mass Vaccination Entry’ link under the Mass Vaccination section in the menu
panel.

2. On the Mass Vaccination List page, enter the name of a new list and select ‘Save’. Once
created, select the blue link under the List Name field to go to the list page.
